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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for the synthesis of benzhydrylthioacetate, and Modafinil therefrom, 
is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior art: Lafon (US 4,1 77,290 
12-1979). Lafon teaches (Column 3, line 40-column 4, line 23) a process for the 
synthesis of Modafinil which starts with the reaction of the benzhydrol-thiourea 
adduct, in its hydrobromideform, with chloroacetic acid to give benzhydrylthioacetic 
acid which is then oxidized at sulfur followed by conversion to the methyl ester which 
is then treated with ammonia to give Modafinil. Lafon, therefore, neither discloses 
nor fairly suggests the modification of his process by initial formation of methyl 
benzhydrylthioacetate which would then be subsequently subjected to oxidation at 
sulfur. In addition, the Inventor has demonstrated (Specification, page 5, lines 11-19 
and experimental section) that an overall yield of 70% of pharmaceutical grade 
Modafinil can be obtained as compared with 41 % for the process of Lafon. This 
constitutes an unexpected result which could not reasonably have been predicted by 
one of ordinary skill in the art based upon the teaching of Lafon. The instantly 
claimed processes are therefore patentable over Lafon, the closest prior art.
